1968-69  was  a  lively  year  in  terms  of  questions,   re -evaluation,  and,  I 
hope,   some  answers.    The  transition  to  New  University  Government  was  made 
by  February  and  we  all  look  forward  to  the  results  of  greater  participation  by 
all  segments  of  the  University  community. 

The  Commission  on  Undergraduate  Teaching  and  Learning  in  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  announced  terms  of  reference  in  the  fall  and  continued  to  hold  hearings 
during  the  year.    The  responses  from  students  on  the  Rideau  River  Campus  and 
at  St.  Patrick's  College  have  been  encouraging.    At  the  student  workshop  held 
in  the  spring,   students,  faculty,  and  administrators  alike  tried  to  better  understand 
and  remedy  some  of  the  most  pressing  problems  universities  face  today:  the 
student  loan  program;  the  university  as  recipient  of  funds;  student  summer 
employment;  and  where  the  university  is  and  where  it's  going.    The  sessions 
proved  provocative  for  those  who  attended. 

As  we  end  the  second  year  of  the  St.  Patrick's  College-Carleton  University 
merger,  we  can  be  proud  of  the  sound  relationship  that  continues.    In  December, 
the  University  Senate  approved  a  resolution  outlining  the  future  role  of  St.  Patrick's 
College  division  -  somewhat  different  from  the  Rideau  River  Campus,  with 
emphasis  on  course  experimentation  in  the  liberal  arts.    We  feel  strongly  that  this 
particular  role  will  certainly  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  larger  Carleton  which 
cannot  lend  itself  so  easily  to  experimental  development. 

I  hope  that  your  years  at  Carleton  have  been  stimulating,  that  some  expectations 
have  been  realized.    I  know  that  many  aspects  of  university  can  be  disillusioning, 
the  lack  of  contact  between  faculty  and  student,  the  uncertainties  about  automation, 
the  computer,  and  the  mechanization  and  impersonalization  of  society.    It  is  my 
hope  that  the  healthy  introspection  which  has  begun  at  Carleton  will  continue,  and 
that  it  will  continue  in  an  atmosphere  of  open  dialogue  and  discussion.  The 
University  must  continue  to  be  dynamic  in  its  thinking  in  order  to  avoid  the 
acceleration  of  already  heightened  tensions  on  so  many  campuses. 

I  extend  warm  wishes  to  the  graduands,  and  invite  you  to  return  often  to 
Carleton.    As  you  effectively  use  the  knowledge  and  abilities  you  have  acquired 
at  Carleton,  we  are  most  anxious  to  hear  of  your  accomplishments.

This  was  the  third  year  of  organized  Intramural  Sports  at  St.  Pat's,  and  the 
program  offered  was  more  diversified  and  better  run  than  ever  before.  The  purpose 
behind  the  expanded  sports  program  was  to  encourage  greater  participation,  and 
from  the  number  of  students  that  played  the  various  sports,  this  year  was  a 
tremendous  success.  In  fact  1969  marks  the  fulfillment  of  a  plan  which  began  three 
years  ago  when  Mr.  David  Vice  first  introduced  Intramural  Sports  to  the  student 
body  of  St.  Pat's  with  one  sport,  namely  hockey.  This  year,  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Athletic  Association  President,  Steve  Defalco,  and  Vice-President,  Bob 
O'Connell,  an  imaginative  schedule  including  hockey,  football,  golf,  tennis, 
basketball,  squash,  weight  training,  mixed  broomball,  broomball,  bowling,  and 
curling  was  offered.  That  is  quite  an  improvement  in  just  three  years! 

Of  course  as  Brian  Kealy,  the  Athletic  Director  stated,  "participation  is  the  basis 
of  an  Intramural  program";  and  so  it  was  the  students  themselves  who  caused  sports 
to  be  so  popular  at  St.  Pat's  this  year.  Perhaps  the  main  cause  of  this  unbridled 
interest  was  the  coveted  Grand  Aggregate  trophy  which  is  awarded  annually  to  the 
class  which  has  accumulated  the  most  award  points  in  football,  hockey,  basketball, 
and  men's  broomball.  This  year's  winners  of  the  inter-class  wars  was  the  Senior  team, 
but  the  intense  rivalry  which  existed  during  the  year  will  undoubtedly  carry  over 
into  next  year's  events. 

Perhaps  the  most  indicative  single  example  of  the  great  interest  in  sports  at  St. 
Pat's  was  the  first  annual  Intramural  Banquet  which  was  held  at  the  conclusion  of 
this  year.  Approximately  150  were  in  attendance  to  applaud  the  teams  and 
individuals  being  honoured  with  medals,  pins  and  trophies.  The  climax  of  a 
wonderful  year  came  when  Steve  Defalco  and  Bob  O'Connell  were  awarded  the  Dave 
Vice  trophy;  the  highest  individual  honour  the  Athletic  Board  of  St.  Pat's  can  grant.
